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SOME  QUAKER  FUNDAMENTALS 


In  visiting  and  sharing  problems  with 
forming  meetings  on  the  growing  edge  of 
Quakerism  in  the  unprogrammed  tradition 
one  has  to  question  our  ways  in  order  to  sift 
the  essential  from  the  customary.  The  fol- 
lowing is  one  such  personal  exercise. 

A Friends  Meeting  for  Worship  is  a cor- 
porate activity  in  which  the  individual  has 
human  fellowship  and  support  in  his  utmost 
outreach  and  response  to  “The  Infinite.”  This 
experience  of  personal  relationship  to  God 
in  the  fellowship  of  man  is  the  core  of  Qua- 
kerism, from  which  all  else  grows. 

Ministry  in  worship  is  the  sharing  of  an 
insight  received,  which  the  individual  feels 
has  been  given  to  him  to  share.  It  could  only 
be  shared  in  a spirit  of  humility  and  in  the 
knowledge  that  vocal  ministry  tends  to  be 
an  interruption  of  other  peoples  worship. 
Expressed  like  this  one  would  think  that  it 
should  never  happen,  but  this  is  not  so,  in 
almost  all  meetings  insights  as  lovingly  re- 
ceived as  they  are  lovingly  offered  form  the 
second  strongest  cohesive  element  in  the  life 
of  the  meeting. 


Since  we  have  no  creed,  dogma  or  ritual  in 
the  usual  sense  it  is  only  the  worshiping 
group  who  can  decide  who  is  a member. 
This  is  possible  because  the  individual  wor- 
shiping group,  organized  as  a Monthly  Meet- 
ing, is  the  autonomous  functioning  unit  in 
the  Religious  Society  of  Friends.  Quarterly 
and  Yearly  Meetings  are  voluntary  associ- 
ations of  Monthly  Meetings  who  meet  to- 
gether to  draw  strength  and  effectiveness 
from  such  association,  and  usually  share 
similar  viewpoints. 


Our  lack  of  creed,  dogma  and  ritual  is 
based  on  faith  in  the  leading  of  the  Spirit. 
Faith  that  every  human  being  born  has  “That 
of  God”  in  them,  and  that  if  this  is  properly 
cultivated  the  individual  can  reach  out  direct 
to  God  both  in  worship  and  in  expectation 
of  guidance.  (“Christ  Jesus  is  returned  to  lead 
His  people  himself”)  Each  man’s  light  so  ob- 
tained is  his  highest  guide  and  he  compro- 
mises it  at  his  peril.  (“It  is  wrong  to  believe 


anything  until  the  Spirit  has  made  it  mani- 
fest in  the  heart”). 

Historically  the  protestant  reformation  re- 
jected the  infallible  heirarchy  and  Pope,  sub- 
stituting the  infallible  book,  the  Bible. 
Friends  went  on  to  reject  the  infallibility  of 
both,  and  substituted  the  “Guidance  of  the 
Spirit”  in  each  worshiping  individual.  The 
tendency  of  the  individual  to  confuse  his  own 
willful  thinking  with  the  Guidance  of  God 
has  been  controlled  in  practice  by  the  con- 
cept that  though  the  “Spirit  of  Truth”  can- 
not contradict  itself  our  interpretation  of  it 
may  appear  to  do  so.  For  this  reason  the  in- 
sight of  the  individual  should  be  compared 
with  that  of  the  worshiping  group  and  be 
reconsidered.  However,  the  individual  has  a 
duty  to  cling  to  his  insight  until  he  is  con- 
vinced from  within  that  some  other  is  closer 
to  the  truth. 

Historically,  intellectually  and  emotional- 
ly Friends  are  deeply  grounded  in  the  Chris- 
tian tradition.  The  “Light  within”  has  been 
thought  of  as  The  Light,  The  Seed  of  God, 
The  Light  of  Christ  in  the  heart,  etc.  The 
extent  to  which  individual  Friends  use  the 
traditional  thought  forms  and  wording  of 
conventional  protestantism  varies  from  per- 
son to  person,  and  meeting  to  meeting.  This 
poses  little  difficulty  for  well  esta&shed 
meetings,  though  there  are  exceptions  even 
there.  For  new  and  forming  meetings  it  is 
a very  different  story.  Usually  our  new  meet- 
ings precipitate  about  some  strong  minded 
and  concerned  Friend  and  until  they  develop 
a corporate  structure  of  their  own  they  tend 
to  take  shape  from  the  personality  of  that 
Friend.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  but  the  diffi- 
culty starts  when  other  Friends  come,  possi- 
bly from  very  different  backgrounds,  and  it 
is  a real  problem  to  meet  the  needs  and  to 
exploit  the  potential  of  the  new  Friends 
without  disrupting  the  original  group.  How- 
ever a “Worship  Group”  only  becomes  a 
“Meeting”  when  this  has  been  accomplished. 
It  takes  a lot  of  tolerance,  humility  and  lov- 
ing outreach  as  well  as  time  and  faith  in 
“The  Spirit.” 


Marriage  and  Burial.  In  special  situ- 
ations, e.g.  extreme  isolation,  it  would  be 
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difficult  for  anyone  to  criticize  a Worship 
Group  for  conducting  marriages  and  burials 
so  long  as  the  people  involved  are  satisfied, 
and  the  State  Authorities  recognize  and 
register  them,  making  them  legal.  The  more 
important  point  would  seem  to  be  that  in 
conducting  a marriage  a group  of  Friends 
undertakes  some  responsibility  for  the  mar- 
riage itself,  and  for  creating  a warm  social 
group  within  which  the  children  of  that  mar- 
riage can  grow  up.  A Friends  Meeting  is  not 
only  a worshiping  group.  Friends  testimony 
is  that  all  aspects  of  life  are  sacred.  Social 
and  Business  meetings  are  also  meeting  for 
worship.  The  social  atmosphere  within  the 
group,  no  matter  how  small,  should  be  such 
that  a young  couple  and  their  children  and 
their  problems  are  all  an  integral  part  of  the 
“Family  of  Friends.”  A crying  baby  in  a 
silent  meeting  for  worship  should  not  be  a 


disturbance,  though  it  usually  is  if  it  con- 
tinues, it  should  just  be  a joyful  reminder 
of  another  generation  complete  with  its  own 
warm  human  problems.  None  of  us  achieve 
this  degree  of  inclusiveness  in  our  worship, 
but  it  is  the  goal  to  which  we  strive. 


Among  early  Friends  the  need  of  some  for 
complete  silence  in  which  they  could  make 
their  corporate  outreach  to  “The  Ultimate” 
in  isolation  from  the  rest  of  the  world  was 
met  by  calling  a “Retired  Meeting”  either  on 
special  occasions  or  previous  to  the  regular 
meeting  for  worship.  Such  meetings  were 
usually  held  in  the  loft  of  the  meeting  house 
or  in  some  secluded  outdoor  spot.  I do  not 
know  of  any  modern  Friends  who  have  ex- 
perimented with  such  meetings.

Dear  Friends, 

In  the  first  several  months  of  my  settling  in 
period  here  at  Tunghai,  I will  have  little  to  offer 
in  the  way  of  insightful  reporting,  being  myself 
unfamiliar  with  much  of  the  local  situation.  But 
this  break  permits  me  to  raise  some  suggestions 
about  the  treatment  of  Asia  in  our  communities 
and  public  schools. 

US  Foreign  Policy  follows,  and  in  many  cases 
is  hampered  by,  public  ignorance  of  the  issues  on 
the  grass  roots  level,  the  Vietnam  experience  not 
withstanding.  Our  educational  systems,  particularly 
on  the  middle  and  secondary  school  level,  can  and 
must  play  a vital  role  in  filling  this  gap.  But  how 
can  this  be  done?  Let  me  suggest  a few  possible 
actions  that  should  be  taken  by  Friends  concerned 
with  American  ignorance  of  Asia  and  believing  in 
the  usefulness  of  education  in  the  preparation  of 
enlightened  and  critical  citizens. 

(1) .  As  concerned  citizens,  make  a point  of 
finding  out  how  much  material  about  Asia  is  inte- 
grated into  the  world  history  courses  of  your  local 
high  school  and  junior  high  school.  A Harvard 
study^  of  1987  showed  that  world  history  textbooks 
used  in  public  schools  contained  an  average  of  only 
9%  of  the  material,  in  pages,  concerning  China 
and/ or  Asia.  Talk  with  history  teachers  about  your 
concern  that  more  world  problems  classes  be  or- 
ganized. Offer  to  help  in  their  support  and  prepara- 
tion. Explain  that  you  feel  this  type  of  education 
cannot  be  put  off  until  college  since  many  of  the 
high  school  graduates  never  enter  college  and  never 
take  these  types  of  courses  even  if  they  do. 

(2) .  Find  out  whether  your  junior  or  senior 
high  school  has  considered  offering  Chinese  or 
Japanese.  Information  on  high  school  Chinese  pro- 
grams can  be  obtained  from  Seton  Hall  University 
in  New  Jersey  which  conducts  special  sessions  to 
train  high  school  Chinese  teachers.  Many  high 
schools  have  incorporated  an  Oriental  language  with 


success.  Chinese  is  spoken  by  over  a billion  of  the 
world’s  people  and  its  study,  even  on  a basic  level, 
greatly  aids  in  understanding  and  creating  interest 
in  Asia. 

(3).  Find  out  the  possibilities  for  inviting  gradu- 
ate students  or  professors  into  your  local  high 
schools  for  guest  lectures  on  Asia.  This  could  be 
easily  worked  out  with  your  history  teacher.  The 
fine  higher  education  system  on  the  entire  west 
coast  places  knowledgable  Asian  Studies  students 
close  to  most  high  schools.  This  program  has  been 
carried  out  with  great  success  in  t&  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan,  and  Boston  areas.  Groups  such  as  the 
Concerned  Asian  Scholars  can  be  of  help  in  this 
work  if  they  become  interested. 

(5) .  Check  the  local  library  to  see  if  material 
on  Asia  is  available  and  given  exposure.  Order 
books  where  material  is  inadequte. 

(6) .  Take  the  time  yourself  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  some  of  the  history  of  Asia.  An  ex- 
cellent definitive  work  within  the  grasp  of  a con- 
cerned citizen  is  the  series  by  Reischauer  and 
Fairbank,  East  Asia,  The  Great  Tradition,  and  East 
Asia,  The  Great  Transformation.  A simpler  work, 
yet  quite^  as  authorative,  is  Elgar  Snow's  Red  Star 
Over  China,  which  deals  specifically  with  China 
in  the  1940’s.  The  China  Reader,  a small  three 
volume  set  called  Imperial  China,  Republican  China, 
and  Communist  China  offers  a worthwhile  survey 
of  China  being  launched  into  the  modern  era. 

These  actions  may  well  be  unnecessary  in  your 
community,  or  you  may  have  better  ideas  for  local 
needs,  but  this  sort  of  work  is  vital  and  overdue. 
School  children  can  be  educated  about  things  which 
older  people,  and  even  college  students  may  not 
be  able  to  deal  with  unemotionally.  Although  Viet- 
nam has  aroused  interest  in  Asia,  it  often  tends  to 
be  negative  or  reactionary  and  will  soon  fade  after 
the  end  of  this  particular  war  in  Asia.  Now  is  the 
time  for  Friends  to  taken  an  interest  in  education 
for  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  peoples 
of  Asia. 

Please  write  me  of  your  thoughts  about  such 
actions.

EVALUATION  OF  EARLY  MORNING  GROUPS 
PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING  1969 

Again,  this  year,  we  have  appreciated  the  very 
high  percentage  of  evaluation  sheets  returned  with 
helpful  and  thoughtful  comments.  For  this  we  want 
to  thank  the  leaders  and  individual  participants. 

The  most  frequent  responses  continue  to  be  that 
these  groups  are  a central  experience  of  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting,  giving  a richer  opportunity  of  know- 
ing a few  Friends  drawn  together  in  small  groups 
from  the  wide  geographic  spread  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting.  To  know  these  few  on  a deeper  level  helps 
to  prepare  us  to  enter  more  fully  into  the  whole  of 
Yearly  Meeting. 

There  continues  to  be  strong  request  for  more 
time  together,  in  these  groups,  both  in  the  length 
of  individual  sessions  and  in  the  number  of  days. 
This  year,  some  groups  found  time  to  meet  again 
in  the  afternoon.  Most  of  them  met  on  the  fourth 
day.  This  problem  we  will  have  to  consider  at  Execu- 
tive Committee  in  March.  If  you  have  ideas,  send 
them  to  Olivia  Davis. 

Another  repeated  request  is  that  the  groups  be 
smaller,  8 to  12  members  perhaps.  This  size  group 
could  meet  in  individual  dorm  rooms.  Two  such 
rooms  were  used  this  year  successfully.  It  just 
means  making  beds  and  picking  up  before  break- 
fast, not  a bad  exercise.  Let  me  know  if  you  are 
willing  to  have  your  room  used.  At  St.  Mary’s  we 
will  probably  need  some  dorm  rooms  as  the  number 
of  W-F  groups  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the  class- 
rooms available  there. 

The  experiments  with  two  other  kinds  of  Early 
Morning  Groups  this  year  seem  to  have  me\  a need. 
Most  of  the  Junior  Highs  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  chance  to  grow  to  know  each  other  in  the  “Dia- 
logue Groups.”  There  were  suggestions  that  there 
also  be  opportunities  to  vt/ork  together  as  a group 
in  crafts  and  to  have  more  chance  for  organized 
games  together.  Perhaps  these  needs,  too,  can  be 
met. 

Those  who  asked  for  an  opportunity  to  begin 
each  day  with  an  unprogrammed  Meeting  for  Wor- 
ship seem  to  feel  that  this  met  a real  need.  We 
expect  to  continue  these  larger  Meetings  for  Wor- 
ship too  in  1970. 

It  is  a real  privilege  to  be  part  of  the  working 
party  who  arrive  early  to  prepare  for  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. There  are  always  some  unexpected  changes 
at  the  fast  minute.  The  experience  of  the  loving 
response  of  members  of  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends  to  whatever  is  needed,  is  so  great!  We  want 
to  thank  all  those  who  so  readily  responded  to  our 
needs  whether  typing,  sorting,  sign  making,  errand 
running,  etc.,  at  the  last  minute.  Thank  you  all.

In  summary  of  my  five-year  term  as  PYM 
representative  to  the  FWCC,  let  me  say  that  I’m 
grateful  to  have  had  the  chance  to  participate  in 
its  work,  specifically  the  bringing  of  the  Arts  more 
fully  into  the  program  of  the  World  Conference; 
the  cooperative  planning  with  Ferner  Nuhn,  War- 
ren Mendenhall  and  others  of  the  semiarmual 
FWCC  meeting  last  winter  in  Pasadena/ Whittier 
and  of  the  West  Coast  Quaker  Lecture  presenting 
Douglas  Steere  in  Whittier  the  year  before;  and 
now  this  year  the  organizing  and  editing  of  the 
volume  of  Quaker  essays  for  FWCC,  BREAK  THE 
NEW  GROUND,  which  I hope  will  serve  the 
intended  purpose  as  study  book  for  the  Eleventh 
Triennial  Meeting  of  FWCC  in  Sweden.  I have 
managed  to  get  to  one  meeting  a year  of  FWC 
American  Section  as  PYM  representative,  and  this 
year  served  as  a vice-chairman  of  its  Executive 
Committee.

We  en- 
joyed an  evening  with  Oscar  and  Olive  Marshburn 
of  California  Yearly  Meeting,  passing  through  Lon- 
don on  their  way  to  service  in  Kenya;  we  attended 
the  British  Madagascar  Society,  hearing  report  of 
Friends  work  there;  we  spent  two  days  at  V/ood- 
brooke  working  with  Blanche  Shaffer  of  FWCC 
and  enjoyed  an  evening’s  visit  with  Maurice  Crea- 
sey.

The  Meeting  closed  with  a Meeting  for  Worship 
around  the  fireplace.

Friends  gathered  in  Eugene  for  supper  in  the 
homes  of  host  families;  Junior  Friends  picnicked  in 
a park,  later  spending  the  night  in  the  haybarn 
at  the  Barton’s  ranch;  Young  Friends  also  enjoyed 
supper  and  overnight  together  in  a group. 

In  the  opening  session  Saturday  evening  Junior, 
Young  and  adult  Friends  gathered  in  Eugene  Meet- 
ing House  to  discuss  with  Arthur  Dye,  incoming 
executive  secretary  of  the  Northwest  Regional 
AFSC,  “How  can  the  American  Friends  Service 
Committee  make  use  of  the  concern  and  energy  of 
young  people?” 

Young  Friends  who  had  taken  part  in  youth 
projects  of  the  Service  Committee  expressed  the 
need  for  a greater  share  in  planning  the  projects 
as  well  as  in  formulating  rules  of  behavior  for  par- 
ticipants. It  was  suggested  that  the  purposes  and 
nature  of  projects  should  be  reexamined  in  the 
light  of  what  young  people  know  about  their  own 
needs  and  about  the  problems  giving  rise  to  the 
Service  Committee  projects.

presented  problems  that  would  be  eliminated  by 
having  them  live  instead  with  members  of  the 
community.  Most  of  the  Young  Friends  agreed  that 
there  is  a feeling  of  censure  within  Friends  groups 
that  often  prevents  them  from  expressing  what  they 
think  and  feel,  thereby  creating  a barrier  to  making 
the  best  use  of  their  concern,  energy,  and  view 
of  the  changing  world. 

On  Sunday  morning  leisure  was  allowed  for 
visiting,  Friends  coming  together  for  Meeting  for 
Worship  at  11  a.m.,  followed  by  a potluck  dinner. 
With  the  many  children  we  all  rejoiced  in  a lovely 
sunny  day. 

In  the  Meeting  for  Business  the  Monthly  Meet- 
ings and  the  Junior  Friends  Quarterly  Meeting 
were  requested  to  give  thoughtful  consideration  to 
the  ways  and  forms  in  which  a northwest  yearly 
meeting  might  evolve,  looking  toward  discussions 
at  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  and  toward  joint 
inquiry  in  the  spring  with  Pacific  Northwest  Quar- 
terly Meeting.  There  was  a short  but  heartfelt 
discussion  of  the  relevance  of  celebrating  Christmas 
in  a war  torn  world.  The  Junior  Friends  announced 
plans  for  a snow  weekend  during  the  winter 
holidays. 

While  the  adults  held  their  meeting  the  Junior 
Friends  made  cider  in  the  yard  which  was  enjoyed 
by  all  before  we  left  for  home.

NEWS  OF  MEETINGS 

EAST  SAN  DIEGO  FRIENDS  WORSHIP  GROUP 
has  recently  grown  from  La  Jolla  Meeting  with  sev- 
eral members  holding  a meeting  for  worship  regu- 
larly.

FROM  THE  SCHOOLS 

Friends  Schools  have  been  criticized  for  not 
spending  time  helping  public  education  grow  to  the 
standards  we  would  all  hope  for.  ARGENTA  SCHOOL 
reports  two  instances  in  the  other  direction:  their 
faculty  is  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  local 
teachers  association  which  is  primarily  composed 
of  public  school  teachers.  One  of  their  teachers  is 
on  the  provincial  curriculum  planning  committee  of 
the  teachers  federation  and  is  in-service  training 
chairman  of  the  local  teachers  association.  The 
other  instance  is  their  school-initiated  ecology  pro- 
gram for  the  one  hundred  mile  square  in  v/hich  they 
live.  This  is  a combined  effort  of  the  school  through 
an  ecology  class,  the  school  teachers’  association, 
and  the  local  community  college’s  Biology  Depart- 
ment. This  combined  group  is  attempting  to  put  a 
consciousness  of  the  importance  of  ecology  into 
the  curriculum  of  the  public  schools  at  all  grade 
levels.  This  year  the  project  is  to  plan  curricula  for 
the  elementary  grades.  Nature  trails,  local  speci- 
mens and  local  problems  will  be  used  to  help  grow- 
ing children  to  realize  hcv/  precious  is  our  environ- 
ment, and  to  help  them  recognize  that  it  is  worth 
giving  money,  time,  and  effort  to  the  attempt  to 
preserve  a balance  of  nature  before  man  destroys 
himself  by  squandering  his  resources.
